They were drawn as no formal
tribute ol cold propriety ; they came gushing
from the heart ; they expressed a feeling that
was real --and if they did, not meet a cordial
response in every Carolina bosom, it could
only arise from their expre-sin- g too coldly
the sentiments they were intended to convey.

THE MEXICAN NEW S.

We give to-da- y in other columns all the j

intelligence which has reached us since the
date of our last publication. The accounts
are still vague and unsatisfactory. They are,
however, much more favorable and reliable
than those published last week. That Gen'l
Srott is in undisputed possession of the city of
Mexico, there can be no doubt. That our
bosses have not been anything like what they
were reported by the Mexican papers, the
news which we publish to-da- y will assure
every one. We are glad, really rejoiced, to
find that the report of the death of Generals
Smith, Worth, and Pillow, was unfounded.
We trust that in a few days we shall have
more authentic details, as a bearer of despatch-
es has gone through to Washington from
Tampico

We gather, from all the " lights before us,"
that the Mexicans continue as obstinate as
ttr, and that any hopes of peace from a trea-
ty are farther removed than six months since
Speculation upon the probable result of our
operations in that misguided and unfortunate
land, would be vain Indeed, we doubt wheth-
er there is a man in the Union who has any
distinct idea of when or how this war is to
end. Its termination seems just now to be in-

volved in the deepest obscurity. WTe shall
continue to lay before our readers all the in-

telligence bearing upon this momentous ques-
tion which may come into our possession

The next House The result of the Ma-

ryland election, will undoubtedly give the
whis a small majority in the next House of
Representatives. Mississippi and Lou siana
cannot alter this result. We shall look with
considerable interest to the proceedings of the
House. If the whigs slick up to what they
have hitherto professed, we presume that they
vviil make some move to withdraw the troops
from Mexico. But will they do this, now
rhat they have a majority ? or will they refuse
to vote supplies ? We predict that they will
Tint dare do one or th other. We have no
